"hen an orchard has been ncglvtf*. 
for n number of years, the trees tv- 
come overgrown with wood, dt • | 
Inok of pruning. Cultivation hn- «**-> 
heen neglected and the space* be¬ 
tween tlie trees are covered with pas¬ 
ture grasses and weeds; the soil is 
hard and fertility ts lacking. 

The first thing to be done is to plow 
rlie orchard In the fall ns deeply as 
possible. Tree roots In neglect, t or- 
chords are unusually close to the srt-- 
face, nnd hence care should he ;.tli r. 
In plowing the first time not to tor-,r 
up too many mots. Tlie depth can bo- 
Increased with each successive 11 bor¬ 
ing. ns the roots will go down when 
given a chance. Before plnwlng, the 
land should be given a good coat of 
barnyard manure. 

Next In Importance Is tlie prnnine. 
lids should he done between I'ohrvi 
ary 15 nnd April 15. When trees hi ve 
heen neglected for some years, tfcvv 
are usually full of wood nnd need thco 
nlng. It Is not advisable to do til! :!» 
pruning In one year, ns It tends to 
courage the growth of suckers or v. 
ter-sfirouts. It Is lietter to take two 
tears In which to bring tho trees into 
shape.

BASEMENT COMING INTO ITS OWN 
AS INHABITABLE PART OF HOUSE 

Rooms Can Be Built Inexpensively by Use of Pressed - 
wood, Wall-board, Some Paint 
and Little Ingenuity 


O NE of the most expensive items 
In building a house is the base¬ 
ment. yet. considering its cost, it 
is probably the least used part of 
the home. 

NVith the increasing installations 
of oil burners and gas heating, the 
basement Is becoming more and 
more an Inhabitable part of the 
bouse. From a storage room for 
the lawn-mower, the garden tools 
and various odd* and ends. It Is 
emerging as a comfortable recrea¬ 
tion room, a study, a play room for 
the children, a home workshop, an ! 
amateur photographer’s studio, ra¬ 
dio operator’s room or home tap- ! 
room. 

In reclaiming the basement, ony 
can spend as little or as much ns 
lie chooses and can afford. There 
may he paneled wall*, hard-wood 
floors, dnaperied windows and ex¬ 
pensive furnishings. If one wishes 


to spend the money. But for only 
a few dollars the ordlnury base¬ 
ment can lie converted into a very 
cozy and attractive place. 

All that really Is necessary Is to 
erect partitions to set the recrea¬ 
tion room, or whatever else It is to 
he. aside from the furnace room 
and that part of the basement used 
for storage, and to use a little in¬ 
genuity In decoration. Partitions 
of long, wide boards of pressed 
wood are ideal for the purpose. 
Any carpenter can Install them 
quickly or you can do the job your¬ 
self If you are at all handy with 
a saw and hammer. 

The partition walls may be left 
natural or painted. Foundation 
walls, which ordinarily form at 
least two sides of the room, can be 
painted with a wet-water paint. 
If the floor Is concrete, floor or 
deck paint should be used.
